KDITORIAL 


Cash! 


ATEN GO into business to make money and 
‘ not for their health. Every business man 


will acknowledge this. Honesty is the 
best policy. Every good business man knows this. 
The dishonest business man will go down to igno- 
minious failure. He may survive a little while, 
but he will not last long. 

The honest merchant will discount the dishonest 
merchant every time. The man who sells impure 
food will be told of it by every customer who eats 
it. He needs no Dr. Wiley to tell him. He will 
find it out himself. His trade will go to the mer- 
chant who deals in pure foods. 

All the demagogic talk about the danger of a 
monopoly is mostly nonsense. Prices are no longer 
fixed by competition among producers. They are 
fixed by the big dealers, who minimize overhead 
expense, economize manufacturing cost and get 
along on a percentage of profit so small that it 
would put any one else out of business. 

The big manufacturer, like the big department 
store, makes his money on a small profit and an 
enormous output. A shoe manufacturer grew rich 
though he made but half a cent a pair on some of 
his shoes. Asked how he did it, he said it wasn’t 
the profit on a pair, but on millions of pairs that 
he looked after. 

The argument of the trust-buster is this: You 
must bust the big combinations because they will 
get to be so large that they will become monopolies, 
strangle competition and then demand extortionate 
prices. Analyze this argument and see how utterly 
fallacious it is. Business is not a bunco game. A 
manufacturer or a business man does not expect to 
make his profit in a day, a month or a year. He 
labors patiently to build up a business as a perma- 
nent investment. 

No captain of industry invests his money for 
the present, but always for the future. It is not 
a gamble, a game of dice or cards. It is a perma- 
nent business. If the manufacturer increases his 
output so that he can undersell his competitors, he 
succeeds because he puts his brains as well as his 
money in the business. He succeeds only as long 
as he can make a profit and he makes a profit only 
as long as he can minimize the cost of production. 

Suppose by these methods he becomes the domi- 
nant producer in his market. Suppose he outstrips 
all competitors. Would it not be the height of 
folly for him to take advantage of his supremacy 
by demanding extortionate profits? How long be- 
fore competitors would spring up on every hand 
and compel him once more to fight to maintain his 
supremacy? 

Brainy business men know better than this. 
They keep prices of commodities at a fair level. 
This puts their business on a permanent basis. It 
assures the public of fair prices, it keeps the mills 
running through good and bad times and it main- 
tains working wages for the employes. This is 
what the great combinations are doing in England, 
Germany and France. It was what they were 


doing in this country until the trust-buster, the 
self-seeking demagogue and the railway-smasher 
appeared. 

Drive these three assassins of prosperity out of 
the field and the dark clouds on the business hori- 
zon will disappear.

The Fiction of Monopoly. 


HERE is no such thing as monopoly. It isa 
fiction, pure and simple. The nearest ap- 
proach to a monopoly is created by Uncle 

Sam when he grants a patent to an inventor. But 
we never hear any one complaining that Edison 
has made too much money or that any inventor 
ought not to receive all the returns he could get 
from the brains he put into his inventions. 

People talk about a monopoly in steel, sugar, 
oil and other things. Not one of these is con- 
trolled, even to the extent of one-half, by the 
greatest of the corporations engaged in their re- 
spective lines. 

The country is dotted with independent steel 


plants, a great independent sugar refinery is about 
to be opened in Philadelphia, while new oil refiner- 
ies are scattered all over the land. 

We have heard much about the monopoly of the 
packing industry. Every muck-raker has had his 
knock at the Chicago packers, but the census fig- 
ures, according to a preliminary statement just 
issued (which by no means represents the total 
slaughtering industry, because thousands of in- 
dividual corcerns that slaughter animals and sell 
them in retail are not included), present some 
striking facts. It is worth while to give a few of 
them. Here they are from the official figures:

This shows a gain of only eighteen per cent. in 
capital of the old establishments between 1904 and 
1909, as against a total increase of fifty-nine per 
cent. for the entire wholesale slaughtering and 
packing industry for the same period. 

Of course no muck-raker will pay attention to 
these figures, but the fair-minded man who doesn’t 
wish to be misled and who seeks the truth will 
read them not only with interest, but with profit. 

We repeat that there is no greater fiction than 
the charge that our great industries are monopo- 
lies and trusts, controlling the business in their 
particular lines and fixing prices, while strangling

One Muck-raker’s Lie Nailed. 


N STARTLING headlines, not long ago, the 
muck-rakers pilloried President Taft. It was 
broadly intimated that he had given Dick 

Ryan, an Alaskan promoter, a monopoly of the 
water front of the railroad terminal facilities on 
Controller Bay, in Alaska. Controller Bay was 
jescribed as the sole entrance to the Bering River 
territory, ‘‘ Alaska’s richest coal fields.’’ 

Controller Bay was said to be the finest harbor 
in all Alaska, and the muck-rakers insisted that 
Dick Ryan was grabbing it, with the millionaire 
Guggenheims behind him. Finally, a_ vicious 
fabrication, in the shape of a ‘‘Dick to Dick”’ let- 
ter, was brought into the affair. Of course the 
muck-rakers could not keep their hands off Mr. 
Ballinger, whom they had driven out of his place 
in the Cabinet by accusations as baseless as they 
were cruel. 

Mr. Ballinger was charged with having re- 
ceived a note from Mr. Ryan, addressed ‘‘ Dear 
Dick’’ and signed ‘‘Dick.’’ The note was alleged 
to have said that Charles P. Taft would use his 
influence with his brother, the President, to grant 
Ryan’s application for the harbor terminal facili- 
ties in Controller Bay and thus give the Guggen- 
heims a priceless monopoly in Alaska. President 
Taft at once denounced the ‘‘Dick to Dick’’ letter 
as a fabrication. 

Now comes Secretary Fisher with the facts. 
After a six weeks’ trip in Alaska, during which he 
personally visited Controller Bay and went over all 
the ground he could cover in that limited period; 
he reports that Ryan’s tract is not a monopoly, 
that anybody else could secure the same concession 
on Controller Bay, but that, no matter how many 
concessions were granted, the government would 
always retain eighty rods of shore front between 
all private entries, or otherwise the statute would 
be violated. Furthermore, Secretary Fisher em- 
phasizes the ‘fact that the Bering River coal, of 
which the muck-rakers have made so much, is not 
of as high grade as the coal in the Matanuska 
fields. Still further, he finds that Cordova offers 
a better harbor than Controller Bay. 

Secretary Fisher, after his laborious trip to 
Alaska, could not discover the slightest connection 
between Dick Ryan and the Guggenheims. He 
did discover that the Guggenheims had spent 
something like a million dollars in a vain attempt 
to build wharves which would withstand the force 
of the waves and the winds at Katalla, adjacent 
to Controller Bay. The natural inference was, 
after such an experience, that neither the Guggen- 
heims nor any other intrepid captain of industry 
would waste any more money to secure a terminal 
in such unfavorable waters. Mr. Fisher charac- 
terizes Controller Bay as ‘‘a poor and expensive 
harbor, tempest-tossed by controversy as well as 
by nature.’’ He makes the significant comment 
that he does not believe that the Ryan project was 
even intended to be seriously pushed. This belief 
has been justified by the announcement, now made, 
of Mr. Ryan’s withdrawal of his claim to a termi- 
nal track on Controller Bay. 

Thus comes the final vindication of the Presi- 
dent against the most wicked and baseless accusa- 
tion the muck rakers have conjured up against him. 
But how many of them have apologized for this 
gross insult and grosser injustice? We fail to find 
one

AWS! Do we recognize the dignity of the 
law? Are we imbued with the spirit of 
obedience to it? Do we regard the law merely as 
an instrument for the punishment of offenders, or 
do we look upon it in the broad sense of general 
and willing conformity to the well-settled teach- 
ings of experience as embodied in rules established 
for the regulation of our social and industrial rela- 
tions? These are the questions asked by ex-Secre- 
tary of the Treasury George B. Cortelyou, in a 
impressive address before the American Associa- 
tion of Foreign League Newspapers. Mr. Cortel- 
you spoke of the hasty and slovenly manner in 
which many of our laws are passed. He said that 
every year sees thousands of new laws, many of 
them inspired by partisan or private motives. The 
citizen is bewildered and discouraged by their very 
multiplicity and by their perplexing and often 
contradictory provisions. How true this is! Yet 
the only remedy for abuses, large or small, is more 
laws, new laws, larger statute-books and more work 
for the lawyers! 
~ 
OUTH! Youth, with its exuberance, its hope, 
its progressiveness, is ever knocking at the 
door of opportunity. In the excitement of the 
McKinley campaign, the call to the young men of 
the country to rally in his support was answered 
quickly by hundreds of thousands of those who 
were casting their first ballot. Another crisis of 
the party justifies a similar call. in no great 
State is the Republican crisis more acute than in 
the State of New York. There is hope and in- 
spiration in the movement to organize the young 
voters of the State, which was signalized by the 
promotion of a young Republican club in New 
York City. Its purpose was well defined by its 
president, Philip J. McCook, when he said, ‘‘Our 
aim will be to foster the idealism characteristic 
of youth, to correct in our own party that tendency 
of all parties to make organization an end rather 
than a means, to resist and expose political corrup- 
tion and to advocate merit rather than partisan 
service as entitling one to public office.’’ Branches 
of this organization ought to be established in 
every city in the State. New York’s example 
might well be followed by the Republicans of some 
of our other great commonwealths.

ARASITES! We are dropping the word ‘‘mod- 
eration’’ from the dictionary. We are living 
ina time of frenzy. Moderation no longer goes. 
We must have the strongest adjectives to define 
the most trivial offenses, especially if a corpora- 
tion or a man of wealth is concerned. No matter 
what good either may have done, that must be for- 
gotten in the anxiety of the muck-raker to attract 
attention. The muck-raker has no use for modera- 
tion. Note an instance: The express companies 
of this country may have their faults. One of 
them appears to be that they are making too much 
money. Most successful people regard this as an 
evidence of superior talent. We are led to these 
reflections by the manner in which Congressman 
Lewis, of Maryland, endeavored to attract atten- 
tion to himself at a recent hearing when the rea- 
sonableness of express rates was being considered. 
Mr. Lewis presented figures to show that the ex- 
press companies were making too much profit. If 
his figures stand the test—and they have not yet 
been put to it—-we have no fault to find. But Mr.

Lewis did not rest there. He proceeded, in true 
muck-raking stylé, to denounce the express com- 
panies as ‘‘parasites.’’

ICTION! Public opinion is based on fiction. 
If the yellow newspaper says it is so, the 
people believe it is so. No matter if it proves to 
be untrue; that fact is quickly forgotten when the 
next untruth is uttered. When new fiction ap- 
pears, the public is impressed by it all the same. 
It swallows it, and a falsehood travels the world 
around before Truth can get on its boots to over- 
take it. Recently a little paragraph appeared in 
one of the leading yellow journals of New York 
City, to the effect that the court had decided that 
the sensational charges made during the hot spell 
last summer against the American Ice Company 
were unfounded. The charges were that the com- 
pany, which was stigmatized as the ‘‘Ice Trust,”’ 
had deliberately failed to bring a sufficient supply 
of ice into the city and then demanded extortionate 
prices for what it sold. The ‘‘Ice Trust’’ was ac- 
cused of murdering sick babies in the tenements, 
with demanding four times the regular price of 
ice from small peddlers and ruining their trade, of 
making enormous profits out of the sufferings of 
the poor. The company has not paid a dividend in 
years. All these reports, printed as if they were 
true, were based on statements that the court 
decides to have been false. Do we see any big 
headlines in the yellow newspapers acknowledging 
the wrong and the gross injustice to the ice com- 
pany? Nothing of the kind! That isn’t what the 
public wants. Give it fiction, not fair play. 
Isn’t it high time for a square deal all around?

NE-SIDED! A mistaken impression prevails 
that New York bankers and captains of in- 
dustry are trying to run the country. If what is 
known as ‘‘big business’’ centers in New York 
City, that is New York’s favor, not its fault. 
New Yorkers do not run New York. George W. 
Perkins, in his thoughtful address before the Aca- 
demy of Political Science, said, ‘‘The men who 
‘‘occupy almost all the great positions of trust and 
‘responsibility in New York City have come here 
‘‘from other parts of the country within a compar- 
‘‘atively few years. They are undoubtedly the 
‘*best product in their particular line that the com- 
‘‘munity in which they lived was capable of pro- 
‘‘ducing.’’ These men have been drawn to New 
York until we have in this city what Mr. Perkins 
calls ‘‘a great commercial congress, composed of 
‘‘men selected, because of their fitness, to repre- 
‘‘sent and manage large business affairs.’’ Com- 
plaint is made that this great business congress 
takes no part in public discussions, but leaves 
them to the politician, newspaper and magazine 
writer. Asa result, the great business problems 
of the day have a one-sided presentation. Mr. 
Perkins enters his protest against this and declares 
that ‘‘the time has come for the business men of 
‘*the country to take a hand in public questions, to 
‘‘think them out wisely, to decide judiciously as to 
‘‘the best course for the country to take, and then 
‘‘openly champion that course to the full measure 
‘“‘of their ability. If this is done in each com- 
‘*munity—done honestly and fearlessly—-we can 
‘‘trust to the good sense of our people to render

All in all, the 
greetings were neighborly and flavored with the 
President’s fine sense of humor. ‘‘Archie, how do 
you suppose Charley would like this?’’ he would 
ask Major Butt, as he came across some article 
which him. Archie would many 
answer in the affirmative, knowing full well that 
he was telling the truth. Taft would see some- 
thing he liked, but would always inquire the price. 
Sometimes it would be too expensive for his pur- 
pose. So, President cannot al- 
ways have everything he wants, even in the way 
of Christmas gifts for his friends. 

It might be well for those who expend too much 
money during the holidays to note that Mr. Taft 
purchased no extravagant presents. For the most 
part he bought mostly travel memoirs. 
‘“‘The American Commonwealth,’’ by Bryce, was 
one of his favorites. There were particular gifts 
for Mr. Hilles, his secretary, Mr. Sloan, Mr. 
Wheeler and Mr. Jervis, his closest associates at 
the White House. None was elaborate, but each 
was selected with great consideration by the 
President for exactly what he thought his friends 
would like. Mrs. Taft is of great assistance in 
the Christmas shopping. 

President Taft, altogether, distributes about 
five hundred gifts each year. That includes a 
turkey for each employe of the executive mansion 

and some others, for last year he gave no less 
than 365 turkeys. Every clerk in the White 
House offices receives a new and shining five-dollar 
gold piece. The President is as punctilious in re- 
membering his friends at Christmas as at other 
times, and he knews exactly what is the right 
thing todo. For instance, the morning after the 
boys from St. Paul’s sang Christmas carols for 
him, an inscribed photograph was sent by the 
President to Dean Myers Winchester, the one- 
year-old son of the choir director. The Taft chil-

Among the delicacies which adorn 
the Christmas dinner table at the White House is 
a fat turkey sent each year by Horace Vose. It 
is the finest and plumpest bird in all Rhode Island. 
The piece de resistance is the jams and jellies sent 
by Aunt Delia Torrey. Dinner is served at the 
usual hour, about seven o’clock in the evening. 
Two weeks before Christmas express companies 
begin delivering packages of all sizes to the execu- 
tive mansion—for the Tafts have friends as far 
away as the Philippines. There are gifts from all 
over the world. They are done up in bundles large 
and small. But here is an interesting fact. It 
is an invariable rule that presents are not to be 
opened in advance. Mrs. Taft believes in waiting 
until Christmas to see what Santa Claus has 
brought. The President himself does not disre- 
gard her wishes in the matter. In short, Christ- 
mas at the first house in the land is typical of 
what the holiday might be in almost every Amer- 
ican home.

of profits. They accepted these prom- 
ises and pledges from perfect strangers. 

Printer’s ink is cheap and the stock 
in trade of the gold-brick men is false- 
hood—plain, miserable lies. Men and 
women who could not be induced to put 
their money into a reputable enterprise, 
who are afraid of a savings bank and 
who think that Wall Street is full of 
sharks will buy mining, oil, magazine, 
plantation and other ‘‘wildcat’’ stock 
with which Wall Street never has any- 
thing to do. 

Of course the people lose their money; 
but that simply whets their appetite. 
It is a fact, disclosed by testimony in 
the courts, that a so-called ‘‘sucker list’’ 
is kept and that the dealers in bogus 
securities are able to fool the ‘‘suckers’’ 
over and over again with gold-brick 
schemes. For years I have been trying 
to educate my readers into a knowledge 
of the real situation. My campaign of 


education has been continuous and in 
some degree effective. I know this by 
letters received from those who are, 


grateful for the timely word of warning 
which saved them their money. 

If any of my readers want to specu- 
late, let them deal in the same kind of 
stocks in which Wall Street speculators 
deal. You never catch any of the latter 
trading in ‘‘wildeats.’’ Securities can 
only be listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange after a report has been made 
that shows that they represent a legiti- 
mate enterprise. It is true that some- 
times a Wall Street security goes to 
pieces, but that is the exception and not 
the rule. 

It is also true that the money made in 
Wall Street is usually made by the pur- 
chasing of investment securities and 
that there is less liability of loss on div- 
idend-paying stocks than on any other. 
But it seems so much more attractive to 
the unpracticed mind to have a thousand 
shares of a stock offered at ten cents a 
share than to put this one hundred dollars 
into one share of a good, dividend-pay- 
ing security, that preferenc& naturally 
is given to the former, though the highly 
colored lithograph representing the 
thousand shares, may have no greater 
value than a piece of wall paper. In 
most instances it hasn’t. 

For speculation, pure and simple— 
that is, for what many term ‘‘a gamble’’ 


plenty of cheap stocks not in the divi- 


dend class can always be found among 
Wall Street securities. In purchasing 
these, however, one must avoid those 


that are in the hands of receivers or that 
are liable to be placed in such hands, 
because, in their reorganization, such 
stocks must usually submit to a gener- 
This need 
one, because reorganizations are uncom- 
mon and usually are foreshadowed long 
enough to give the public fair warning. 

There are plenty of cheap industrial 
and railway common stocks having a 
future dependent upon the general pros- 
perity and that are in no way involved 
Thoss 
who gamble in securities of this kind 
are infinitely safer than if they purchase 
oil, mining, plantation and similar 
stocks that have no connection with 
Wall Street and that are offered on most 
extravagant statements by those who 
have no financial responsibility. 

The disclosure that the United Wire- 
less Telegraph Company sold stock to 
the extent of several millions of dollars, 
some of it as high as twenty-five dollars 
a share, while it was really worthless, 
shows the extent of the frauds practiced 
on innocent purchasers. The story of 
the Radio Telephone has recently been 
disclosed and the receiverships of the 
Hampton and Columbian magazines are 
still fresh in the memory of those who 
bought the stock of these publications 
on preposterous promises made by their 
promoters. 

The man with money makes money in 
Wall Street when he buys stocks after a 
period of depression such as we have 
been having. There are many evidences 
of improving conditions in business and 
a better state of the public mind regard- 
ing our railroads and industrial corpora- 
tions. The swing of the pendulum in 
the stock market ought to be in favor of

He showed the folly of basing prote ction 
for a diversified industry upon the theory 
iverages. Those parts of the cotton 
lustry whose needs of protection fall 
helow the average would have ample pro- 
ction, while other parts whose needs 
for protection are above the general 
sufficient. 
Under this system,’ said Senator Lip- 


iverage would not have 


tt, ‘‘the greater the proportion of 
iwor expended in producing the differ- 
ent numbers of yarn and the different 
irieties of cloth, the less the protection 
hat labor would receive.’’ 

The present cotton schedule rests upon 
the equitable principle that as the pro- 

irtion of labor increases as compared 
with the raw material, the amount of 
protection shall be increased, thus se- 
uring a uniform system of protection 
for the labor involved in the different 
arieties of cloth from low to high. 
This principle of dividing cotton cloths 
nto classes has prevailed not only in 
every Republican tariff measure since 
the Civil War, but in the Democratic 
Wilson bill of 1894 as well. The prin- 
ciple suggested in the La Follette bill 
would upset this altogether, and would, 
in effect, provide that the greater the 
skill of the operative, the longer the 
time that has been required for him to 
earn his trade, the less protection he 
is to receive. 

The demand for arevision of the cot- 
ton schedule has arisen from the im- 
pression that there have been exorbitant 
and unreasonable profits in the industry. 
lo show how unfounded this impression 
is, Senator Lippitt produced tables for 
the New England section of the indus- 
try. with profits ranging from six to 
eight per cent. With profits at these 
tigures, it would not be possible for the 
trade to survive a drastic reduction of 
the tariff. ‘‘It is to be remembered,’’ 
aid Senator Lippitt, ‘‘that there is 
othing to be gained by anybody in re- 
lucing the tariff, unless you thereby re- 
luce the price to the consumer of the 
rticle it covers; and if you reduce the 
rice and the industry is to continue, 
ne of two conditions must exist—either , 
‘apital must be earning in that indus- 
ry such a large profit that it will con- 
inue in the industry at a reduced com- 
yensation or the labor employed must 
vork for less wages.”’ 

Capital is not getting excessive re- 
urns in the cotton industry, and, should 
there be a drastic cutting of the tariff, 
sabor would at least have to share with 
‘apital in the resultant loss. With raw 
‘otton at the present figure, it will be 
impossible to secure American-made 
cotton goods cheaper, while at the same 
time labor is to continue to receive its 
present compensation and capital a rea- 
sonable return on its investment. We

a HE Governor of Porto Rico reports 
a year of progress 
and signal achievement in both 

public and private activities of the ter- 


remarkable 


ritorv. He conveys the message that at 
the close of the last twelve months ‘‘a 
|greater degree of prosperity existed 


among the people of Porto Rico than at 
any previous time; every industry was 
active and prosperous, furnishing em- 
ployment for all who sought it, and the 
government was better equipped with 
legislative authority to protect the in- 
terests and improve the equal opportuni- 
ties of the people than ever before.”’ 

While a great deal of money has been 
expended in Porto Rico during the past 
|year on substantial improvements, the 
| balance of trade, as a result of the year’s 
transactions, remained in favor of the 
island to the amount of considerably 
over $1,000,000. Sales of Porto Rican 
products in the United States increased 
$2,669,764, reaching a total of $34,765,- 
|409. Porto Rico purchases in the United 
States reached to $35,000,000, 
over $7,500,000 more than during the 
|preceding year. In importance as a 
purchaser of American goods, it is ex- 
ceeded by but twelve foreign countries. 
In this particular it is far in advance of 
any other non-contiguous American ter- 
ritory. That there is room for keener 
efforts on our part is evidenced by the 
fact that, in spite of the heavy increase 
in purchases from the United States, 
importations from foreign countries, 
while relatively small, were larger than 
any of those of any previous year, 
amounting to $4,115,039. Porto Rico 
is making a splendid showing.

Supply. 


VERY little while some scientist 
or statistician scares a portion of

| the world with gloomy forecasts 


of the extinction of natural resources. 
One of the latest lights of science to 
enter the prophetic field is Sir William 
Ramsay, one of the world’s foremost 
chemists. At the recent annual meet- 
ing of the British Association, at Lon- 
don, in his address as president, Sir 
William dealt with the coal supply of 
England. He declared that, at the pres- 
ent rate of consumption, all the coal in 
the great British deposits would be con- 
sumed within one hundred and seventy- 
five years. As the wealth and power of 
Britain are based to a very large extent 
on its coal supply, Sir William foresaw 
bankruptcy for the nation within a few 
generations. He discussed the possi- 
bility of harnessing the energy of radium 
for industrial purposes, but did not ap- 
parently see any present prospect of 
that. He earnestly recommended ex- 
tensive planting of forests and general 
economy in the use of coal. Taking the 
cue from former President Roosevelt, he 
suggested that a permanent conserva- 
tion commission be appointed by the 
British government.

An Able Journalist’s Book.
